aah Facts of Theology Eternal. 
The legitimate facts of theology are eternal. 
Its deductions and classifications are not. It is 
based upon revelation. and is therefore a pro- 
gressive science. its deductions and classifica- 
tions are affected by limitations of scriptural 
knowledge, by false principles of interpretation, 
and by faulty exegesis. New light is ever break- 
ing from scripture. Hence the results of pro- 
gressive exegesis must from time te time modify 
or correct such theological statements as are not 


scripture. 
It is for theology to formulate the theory of in- 
spiration, yet if a claim be made for a literal, 
verbally inerrent inspiration the claim stands or 
falls by exegesis alone. It cannot be maintained 
on any a priori assumption that inspiration must, 
in the nature of the case, mean literal inerrency, 
and that God must have given his original writ- 
ten revelation in inerrent autographs. That 


pels us to abandon not inspiration, but that par- 
ticular theory of inspiration. 

Multitudes of scriptural expressions originated 
in now absolute and forgotten habits and traits 


unscientific ages. They are too narrow for 
modern conceptions. The exegete: must discover 
the old setting. He must see the fact or the 
truthin the formin which it appealed to the 
reader of David's or Paul's day, codrdinate it 
with modern modes of thought, and translate it 
into a familiar form of speech. 
Not a Presumptuous Intruder. 

There is a tendency in certain quarters to rep- 
resent the biblical critic as a presumptuous in- 
truder into holy places, as the enemy of script- 
ure, as superfluous and contemplative. On the 
contrary, the critic has been made a neces- 
sity by the superstition, ignorance, and un- 
hallowed ambition which have wrested scripture 
tothe service of ecclesiastical fraud, spiritual 
tyranny, and popular amusement. We cannot 
exelude the testimony of men and of the church. 
If it is true that scripture reveals a divine author- 
ity which commends it to the universal faith of

Expensive Democrats in Michigan. 

Laxstwa, Mich., Sept. 23.— Special.] — The 
work of apportioning the State tax for 1891 
among the several counties was completed to- 
day. The total amount apportioned is $1,443,- 
849, or $377,671 less than that of 1889, the last 
legislative year. In view of its promises of 
economy, retrenchment, and reform the Demo-

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THE WATERWAY WILL RUN ON THE | 
SOUTH SIDE OF THE RIV 


Report of the Board of Engineers Who In- 
vestigated the Matter—They Are Sorry 
for Rock Island, but Cannot Be Infiu- 
enced by That City’s Troubles—Chauges 
in the Jariff with Puerto Kico—Naval 
Militia on the Lakes—General Washing- 
ton News. 


Wasutneror, D. C., Sept. 23.—[ Special. ]— 
The southern route for the Hemmepin Canal 
prevails. There was received at the 5 
partment today the report of the Commission 
of Engineers appointed to consider the loca- 
tion of the western termmus of tne Illinois 
and Mississippi Canal. This commussion is 
composed of Col. O. M. Poe, Maj. A. Macken- 
zie, and W. L. Marshall. After going over the 
ground very thoroughly they conclude their 
report as follows: : 

With the information before it the board can 
only reach the conclus that the western 
terminus can be as favorably located upon the 
south side of the principal. month of Rock River 
as anywhere else in the vicinity; that in such po- 
sition it will be as easily accessible by Mississippi 
River boats; that the actual terminus will not be 
as accessible totrains approaching from the north 
side of Rock River below the head of the lower 
rapids, but with sufficient basins the southern 
route can be as easily approached from consider- 
able areas on the north side of Reck River as if 
tke terminus were on the same side; and from 
Moline the distance to the pool in Rock River 
above the head of the lower rapids will not be 
much if any greater than to a canal terminus 
with a northern route, or co any other point of 
the northern route below said 1; that a canal 
along the southern route would be easier of access 
to trains approaching from the south side of Rock 
River than = Oe cone! — yonnted slong = 
northern route; that the o railroad now 
ually reaching Rock River below the head of the 
lower rapids crosses the line of each route and 
may therefore be su to have equal facil- 
ity access to either; that railroads 
of the future cannot pass Rock River 
below the head of the lower rapids without any 
canal line that may be located along this reach of 
the river; that any railroad crossing the Missis- 
sippi River would have more ready recess to a 
canal established along the northern route, but 
such a road could reach the * south of ‘Rock 
River either by the tracks of the present railroad 
or by the construction of an independent bridge 
and an additional length of track not ing 
two miles. 

The citizens of Rock Island have devoted much 
time and money in advocating the construction 
of the canal, and they nat y seek some return 
for both. In this the board is in entire sympathy 
with them, and if any sufficient reason. could be 
found for recommending the location of the west- 
ern terminus of the canal north of the principal 
mouth of Rock River it would be glad to so rec- 
ommend. But all the information available, both 
engineering and commercial, except the local in- 
terests of the City of Rock Island, indicate the 

ropriety of — 1 — the location approved 
by the Secretary of War March S. 1891, and it is 
recommended that the course be taken on this 
report being sent to the Chief of Engineers be 
recommended concurrence in the suggestions of 
the board. 

Acting Secretary Grant thereupon made the 
following indorsement :

DESIRE TO HAVE A NAVAL MILITIA. 


The Great Lakes the Place to Develop Ship- 
Bullding and a Navy. 

Wasminorton, D. C., Sept. 23.—The immense 
progress in ship-building industries on the 
great lakes has brought anew to the attention 
of the State Department a question of diplo- 
macy that affects the industrial progress of 
this country and relations between the United 
States and Great Britain. The Navy Depart- 
ment is restricted in the places for building 
new vessels almost entirely to the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. The restriction comes 
from the treaty of 1817, which provides that 
the United and Great Britain shall have but 
four armed vessels each on the great lakes, 
and this is construed to mean that neither coun- 
try shall construct other vessels on the north- 
ern frontier, though the new vessels may be 
intended for use in other territory. it was 
this restriction that caused Secretary Tracy 
recently to reject the lowest bid for building 
the naval academy practice vessel. The ship- 
yards of the bidders, F. W. Wheeler & Co., 
are at Bay City, Mich. Circumstances have 
changed greatly in the great lakes since the 
treaty of 1817 went into effect. Immense prog- 
ress has been made in developing the re- 
sources of the lake country and in the building 
up of its mechanical industries. There is 
scarcely a city on thelakes where shipbuilding 
is not carried on successfully, and from Buf- 
falo to Chicago and Duluth there aro a dozen 

ints where plants like that of this 

ay City firm either now exist or could 
soon be established capable of construct- 
ing gunboats, torpedo-boats, or even armed 
cruisers. Besides, the great cities of the lakes 
— Milwaukee, Chicago, Detroit, Toledo, Cleve- 
land, and Buffalo—desire to have their place in 
the proposed naval militia. Each city wishes to 
have its own naval reserves and to have them 
trained in the use of the best guns and in 
modern naval tactics, but from any effort in 
this direction they are debarred by the treaty 
of 1817. When Secretary Biaine returns to 
Washington he will find these important ques- 
tions confrunting him. By the terms of the 
treaty either party to the agreement may 
withdraw from its provisions by giving six 
months’ notice to the other.

Col. Hen- 
ry S. Olcott, who si the death of Mme. 
Blavatsky has regaided as the undis- 
puted high priest of theosophy, arrived in this 
city today on the | steamship City of New 
York. It is his first visit to his native city 
since he departed for India in 1878 to learn 
under Mme, Blavatsky’s guidance all about 
adepts and Mah ts and astral bodies, and 
lots of other things pitogether too occult and 
inscrutable for ordinary comprehension. 
Col. Olcott will tarry here only a few 
days. Tomorrow he will deliver a lecture 
at the Scottish Rite Hall on Mme. Blavateky 
and Theosophy,”” Then, after a brief rest, he 
will strike acrors the continent for San Fran- 
cisco, whence he will sail Oct. 8 for Japan. 
There he is going to hold a council of the high 
priests of different Buddhist sects in Japan for 
the purpose of getting them, if possible, to 
accept a platform on which they can unite 
with Buddhists of the so-called southern 
school, including Burmah, Ceylon, Chitta- 
gong, ahd some other States the priests of 
which have already acceded to the proposed 
terms of union. | 

The northern school of Buddhism includes 
Japan, Corea, China, and Thibet, and Col. 
Olcott is of the apinion that if he can get 
them to combine he will be doing a very big 
thing indeed. He is more interested in the 
East than in the West, dnyhow, and believes 
that the Orientals, in the matter of unadulter- 
ated wisdom, are along way ahead of the na- 
tions that get up subscriptions to send mis- 
sionaries to them. Col. Olcott held a sort of 
levee for newspaper men exclusively at the 
Astor House after he had safely run the 
gantlet of the custom-house officials, For 
more than an hour he talked about himself, 
theosophy, and Mme. Blavatsky. 

Col. Olcott’s appoarance conveys the i 
that it does not require any fasting or mortifi- 
cation of the flesh to get away up in theosophy. 
He possesses a corporation which an Alder- 
man might regard with pardonable pride. 
But although he is 60 years old he skips 
around as actively 4s a man of 30. His hair 
is long and gray, he has a flowing gray beard 
and a florid complexion, and barring the cor- 
poration already referred to he presents a 
very picturesque appearance. But there is 
nothing that suggests the ascetic about him. 

*T could not do it.“ he added, “and look 
after all the various interests of a great num- 
ber of theosophical societies in all parts of the 
world.” 

Although not an adept himself he had occa- 
sionally been favored with communications 
from the adepts or Mahatmas. 

„Some time in 1889 when I was on mx way 
to Europe and within a day’s sail from Brin- 
disi,”’ he said, ** 1 found in my cabin lying on 
the floor a letter from one of these adepts ad- 
dressed to me. The contents concerned some 
matters connected with the Theosophical So- 
ciety.” é 

Costs Them Nothing for Postage. 

He said that these Mahatmas could project 
their astra) bodies when and where they 
pleased, that they could send letters any dis- 
tance and with the speed of lightning without 
paying postage on them, and that they could 
transmit their thoughts to one anether when 
they were hundreds of miles apart. He mod- 
estly admitted that he himself had occa- 
sionally taken a little excursion in his 
astral body although he wasn’t an adept. 
Then he told an amazing story about the 
astral body phenomenon. e was traveling 
in India several yeats ago ina railway train, 
and had in his possession a letter from 
that prince of good fellows, ‘“ Sam” 
Ward. Sam wanted the letter, which 
asked for some information about theosophy, 
to be sent toa Mahatma. A high caste young 
Brahmin happened to be seated) next to the 
Colonel, who told him what Sam wanted. The 
Brahmin kindly offered to take an oxcursion 
in his astral body to the Mahatma, whose 
abode happened to be in Thibet, several hun- 
dred miles off, and to take Sam Ward’s letter 
with him. So that night while his physical 
body was apparently sleeping calmly the 
young Brahmin shuffled off his astral body 
and clutching Sam Ward’s letter in his astral 
fingers went scooti through space to the 
Mahatma’s house. When he got there, how- 
ever, he found that the Mahatn.a had also gone 
out in his astral body to pay an evening 
visit to Mme. Blavatsky in Madras, many 
hundreds of miles away. Nevertheless when 
you are out visiting in an astral body distance 
makes no difference, so the young Brahmin— 
or, rather, the ghost of him, so to speak 
turned around and shot off to Madras to 
Mine. Blavatsky’s house and delivered Sam 
Ward’s letter to the astral body of the Mahat- 
ma. A few days later the letter was returned 
to Col, Olcott by Mme. Blavatsky, being 
transmitted by mail. It was postmarked on 
the morning following the evening that the 
young Brahmin had taken his astral trip, 
which proved that there was no deception 
about it. 

Before Mme. Blavatsky'’s death some very 
queer stories Were started about the revela- 
tions which had existed between her and Col. 
Olcott. It was said also that they had indulged 
in a grand row and had parted as bitter foes. 
When questioned about the matter Col. Olcott 
said that the stories were about 95 per cent 
false and 5 per cent true, 

We had temperainents as widely different 
as possible,“ he said, and we had frequent 
disputes. I did not agree with many of her 
ideas about the novement, But it is not true 
that we ever became estranged. We were al- 
ways united by our common interest in the 
Theosophical Society.

Some unkind 
personal remarks were made in i ion, 
especially as to President Strasser. Delegate 
Fencott of Troy, N. I. opposed it on the 
ground that the motion was an underhand 
movement toward the establishment of so- 
cialistic ideas. The opposition to the amend- 
ments was overwhelming. 

The convention elected officers this after- 
noon as follows: President, Thomas M. 
Gruelle, Indianapolis; -Treasurer, 
John P, Hannegan, Lafayette; State Organ- 
izers, P. H. Carroll, Evansville; D. F. Ken- 
nedy, Indianapolis; O. P. Smith, Logans- 
port.

HAGGART MAKES HIS DEFENSE. » 


The Postmaster-General of Canada Denies 
That He Was Interested in Contracts. 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 23.—[Special.]|—In the 
House of Commons this afternoon Mr, Lister 
moved his resolution condemnatory of 
Postmaster-General Haggart and nominated 
a select committee of four Conservatives and 
three Reformers. Haggart was received with 
government applause when he rose to reply 
to Lister’s allegations. He opened by giving 
an explicit and flat denial to the whole state- 
ment. He had heard the same charge in 1880, 
and had on oath denied the charges made 
against him. He read hisevidence given before 
the Royal Commission 9 to deal with 
Sec. B scandals, in which he had explicitly 
denied that he had ever had any interest in 
any contract or that he had ever received any 
money from any contractor for any services, 
real or putative. He bad been interested with 
Mr. Mc n, ene of the contractors, in other 
business, but was careful to keep out of gov- 
ernment contracts. Mr. Haggart heard 
that McLaren was going to. Virginia today, 
and had immediately wired him at Perth to 
stay at home. He would be down tonight, and 
Mr. Haggart would then have a statutory dec- 
laration made which would corroborate his 
statements. SirJohn Thompson said the House 
should in justice to itself consider what limit 
there should be to charges of this kind, It 
was laid down by the Speaker of the English 
House of Commons that such matters could 
only be opened when occurrences had been 
of recent date. He moved in amendment 
that the House should now proceed to the or- 
ders of the day, virtually throwing out the 
motion. Laurier, leader of the opposition, re- 
plied. He disagreed with Sir John Thomp- 
son’s claim that the question was out of the 
House’s jurisdiction.

LABORITES USED AS A CATSPAW BY 
HURD AND COOLEY. 

The just organized People's Trade and 
Labor party appears on the political stage 
as the dupe and tool of a little knot of mal- 
contents, soréheads, and speculators. It sig- 
nalized itself at its first meeting, held night 
before last, by adoptimg a series of resolutions 
on the sanitary drainage question, marked by 
that indifference to truth and superiority to 
facts which characterize the works of the 
Evanston clique. 

The third of the whereases is based on the 
false assertion that deep-water navigation in 
the Illinois and Mississippi Rivers was the 
chief end and object of the Sanitary District 
act, while sanitation and the preservation 
from pollution of the drinking-water of the 
people of Chicago were a mere incident or 
side-show. The truth is, that pure drinking- 
water was the first and the last, the Alpha and 
the Omega of the law, and improved naviga- 
tion was the incident. Had it been otherwise 
the Supreme Court would have quickly held 
the law unconstitutional. 

Tunis whereas falsification of the pur- 
poses of the act is followed up, as might be 
expected, by a big puff of the failure Cooley, 
the immovable engineer, the man who, like 
McClellan, was always going to dosomething, 
but who never accomplished anything, and 
responded to the appeals of the Trustees for 
results by requisitions for more ram gauges, 
blanks, clerks, and weather observers, and 
„physical researches. His fad was deep ship- 
water in the Illinois at the expense of the 
Chicago taxpayers. As to sanitation, he used 
that as a mere pretext to carry his ship-navi- 
pation fad. 

His scheme, which the “ People’s Trade 
and Labor party is made to puff, was so 
monstrous in its proportions as to be im- 
possible of execution with the means at the 
disposal of the board, and the loss of time on 
the part of the Trustees which is complained of 
was due entirely to his impracticable vis- 
ionary ideas, and his unfitness for the place 
which they gave him before they became 
acquainted with the true character of the man. 
Luckily they saw through him before he had 
a chance to commit them to the costly folly of 
the Guthrie-Hurd-Cooley Skokie cut-off. 

Cooley was intent on cutting out a 600,000 
cubic foot channel with a water-depth of 
from 18 to 22 feet, costing thirty-five or forty 
millions. So dead-set on this was he, that he 
refused to answer the board’s often-repeated 
request for information where or how he was 
going to get the water from the lake with 
which to furnish such a discharge. He 
ignored that all-important question with a 
lofty indifference which was hardly excusable 
on the part of a hired man when questioned 
by his employers, nor has he answered it to 
this day. He cannot. He has not a ghost of 
an idea how that volume of water can be had 
from the lake. The river will not furnish it 
unless enlarged at a tremendous expense esti- 
mated at $50,000,000 for land damages alone, 
between its mouth and Bridgeport. The 
board has not the money at command to 
carry out such a scheme. and that fact pute a 
quietus on that part of Cooley’s moonshine 
project. 

If the Drainage Trustees had attempted to 
fly Mr. Cooley’s kite for him they would have 
run against a stump. They are held closely 
down to the fundamental purpose of the law 
as construed by the Supreme Court, which is to 
keep the sewage of the city outof the people’s 
drinking water and to create sucha flow 
through the Chicago into the Illinois River as 
to dilute the sewage to a point where it will 
cease to be offensive to the inhabitants of the 
valley. Had the Trustees attempted to Cool- 
eyize the act the Supreme Court would have 
notified them to give up that nonsense and at- 
tend to their legal business. 

Beginning with the mument when the board 
accepted Cooley’s resignation it has com mitted 
no blunders. It has moved cautiously, surely, 
and as rapidly as the law would permit. The 
Trustees cannot throw out a spadeful of earth 
until they have laid out carefully the route of 
their channel and have carried through the 
condemnation proceedings, taking pains to 
make sure that neither court nor jury mulcted 
taxpayers in unjust damages. 

The board, after dispensing with the ob- 
structive services of a crank and theorist, has 
secured the services of one of the ablest and 
best engineers, so far as this special drainage 
work is concerned, to be found in the United 
States. His little finger knows more about 
what has to be done ana how to do it in the 
quickest and cheapest way than Cooley's 
whole head and body know. The Chicago

The Utica Herald has been looking up the 
record of legislation, and finds that the State 
convention of 1889 pledged the support of the 
Republicans to the project. In the following 
January the World's Fair committee of New 
York City sent to Albany a bill which author- 
ized that city to raise $10,000,000 for Exposi- 
tion purposes, and asked for its immediate 
passage, Mr. Fassett objected because there 
were some important constitutional objec- 
tions which stood in the way. His language 
on that occasion was as follows: 

Senator Canter speaks in an airy way of this 
ten-million dollar bill as if it were a trifling thing 
to expend that amount of money. The parentage 
of the bili doubtless is good, but there are 
weighty constitutional questions to be considered 
in relation to the appropriation of $10,000,000. We 
all know that eminent lawyers in New York have 
been studying the Constitution for three weeks 
past to see if they cannot get around it on this 
matter. Whether they have or not I do not 
know; I want to consider such a weighty matter 
a little myself before I approve of what they have 
done. Let me add that I do not discover 
any disposition to delay this bill. Upon the con- 
trary, I see a kindly disposition toward it. I 
do not see that either Chicago or Washington 
will give up if we pass this bill today or any other 
day. Why wasn’t the bill here before? Mr. 
Stokes says important amendments have been 
made to it. In fact, it was not licked into 
shape until late last night in New York. 
| Time being given for an examination of this 
bill, there was found in it, as might have been 
expected, a Tammany job. Had it been 
passed as it came to Albany it would have 
given the control of these ten millions con- 
tributed by the Fair to a committee the ma- 
jority of which was composed of Tammany 
Democrats. What use they would have made 
of this huge fund in a Presidential year need 
not be stated. The Republicans insisted the 
committee should be a non-partisan one, and 
held to their purpose so firmly that the Dem- 
ocrats at last were compelled to give their as- 
sent to an amendment requiring a two-thirds 
vote of the committee upon any question of 
importance. The very day that the danger 
of a corrupt use of the fund passed away and 
it became certain that the Tammany gang 
could not grab it the bill passed both Houses 
of the Legislature. This was more than two 
months before Congress decided upon the lo- 
cation. In view of this record the Herald 
gays: 

New York had stood by with $15,000,000 (%5,000,- 
000 raised by subscription and $10,000,000 author- 
ized by law) in hand for more than two months 
asking for the Fair. Yet because three months 
before he objected to the passage of a bill obli- 
gating New York City in the sum of $10,000,000 
without reading J. Sloat Fassett is held account- 
able for the Fair going to Chicago! The charge 
is partisanship, hopeless and mad. 

Mr. Fassett’s service in throttling Tam- 
many and compelling it to disgorge ought to 
commend him to every honest man in the 
State of New York irrespective of party. We 
do not believe, even if the consideration of the 
bill had not been delayed by the discovery of 
the conspiracy of Tammany to getthe ten 
millions into its possession for “ expenses of 
administration, that the result would have 
been different, for it wasin the air that the 
Fair would come to Chicago, and so much so 
that fifty Democrats in Congress voted for 
Chicago. As these fifty Democrats might 
have changed the result but were not ‘dis- 
posed to make a Tammany Hall Fair for the 
Nation, why are they not held responsible for 
New York’s failure by the Sun, Grant, Croker, 


and the rest of the Sachems?

AN ILLOGICAL FARMERS’ ALLIANCE MAN. 

According to a Washington dispatch the 
Farmers’ Alliance Congressinen will not op- 
pose the five million dollar loan for the 
World's Fair. Ou the contrary, they will 
favor it because they think it will give them a 
chance to press their peculiar scrip loans and 
Subtreasury ideas and serve as a precedent 
forthem. One of their editors says: 

But we also recognize that if it is proper for the 
government to loan money to a corporation, 
national though that corporation is, it is also 
proper for the government to loan money to the 
people. Some say that the Constitution permits 
such loans as this one, but does not permit the 
government to loan to the people. Loans were 
made to the Centennial and to the New Orleans 
Fair. To tbe latter place because the government 
desired to give the people there an opportunity to 
exhibit their cotton. Very well. But if’ that is 
constitutional why is it not constitutional to loan 
money to the people to permit them to raise 
cotton to exhibit? No, yon can say that we do 
not oppose the loan, To show our belief in it we 
may vote for it; that I can't say officially, for the 
reason that no official action has been taken upon 
it, but in voting for it we should simply testify to 
our belief in the principle of the government 
loaning money upon security for the benefit of the 
people. 

There is an enormous gap between the 
premises and the conclusion, as wide apart as 
the earth from the dog-star. Congress or- 
dered that an international exhibition of 
arts, industries, manufactures, and the 
“ products of the soil be held in the City of 
Chicago and made arrangements for the or- 
ganization of a National Commission to have 
the charge of the undertaking. All that Chi- 
cago has to do is to furnish ten million dol- 
lars and a site,as per agreement. If Con- 
gress had seen fit it could have appropriated 
all the money needed for the national Fair 
instead of simply voting $1,500,000 for its own 
exhibit about the time of the passage of the 
bill. It could have done so constitutionally. 
And in doing that or makinga loan to the 
Chicago Directors it would be merely repeat- 
ing the precedents of Philadelphia and New 
Orleans. 

In making either an appropriation or loan 
for Fair purposes Congress does simply what 
States, counties, and cites have been doing for 
two generations in regard to fairs. For the 
encouragement of agriculture and certain 
branches of manufactures they have been 
holding State, county, and city fairs. There 
are few parts of the United States where this 
practice is not familiar and where States and 
municipalities have not given or advanced 
money in their aid to help enterprises whose 
beneficial nature was so fully recognized. 

But itdoes not follow that because Con- 
gress has a constitutional right to establish a 
National Exposition and stand all the expense 
or loan money to working boards, allowing 
the ultimate expense to fall on others, that, 
therefore, the General Government ean take 
on itself the stupendous business performed 
now by all the bankers, brokers, money-lend- 
ers, grain dealers, cotton factors. ware- 
housemen, farmers, and manufacturers of the 

United States, and attempt to give the mill- 
ions of people cheaper warehouse, cheaper in- 
terest rates, and be their agent and banker in 
the transaction of the great mass of their 
business. No such powers are conferred spe- 
cifically on the General Government nor can 


fare bo twisted to cover acts which would 


do destruct ive of that welfare. 


Congress has a right to improve rivers and 
harbors for the benefit of public commerce. 
It not follow that it has a right to en- 


into Federal hands the entire business 
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constitutional clauses about the “ general wel- 
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Farmers’ 
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mens and vent of the r age 
a right to levy protective duties, 
has no right to attempt to run all the farms, 
milla, and factories of the United States. 
Were it to atterapt the role it would be plung- 
ing into State socialism, and that is precisely 
what the Warehouse-Subtreasury plan of the 
Alliance amounts to. The loss of 
pe liberty is intimately connected with 
schemes, 

The proposed little loan to help a National 
Fait and the wild Alliance schemes are en- 
tirely irrelevant for another reason. The Chi- 
cago Directors want to borrow honest money, 
money which represents good dollars. That is 
not the kind of “ money,” by any means, which 
the Alliance cranks want loaned to the farmers 
on their lands and crops. They know that 
there is not one dollar in a hundred enough 
good money in possession of the government 
to meet the demands which would be made. 
The total loanable good money the Treasury 
could spare would not be a flea-bite. The Al- 
liance cranks know that the people never 
would stand the awful taxes which would be 
necessary to place a comparatively small 
amount of real loanable wealth in the hands

The failure of S. V. White in a gigantic ef- 
fort to corner the remains of the corn crop is 
one of those prominent events that invite 
comment. It hardly illustrates the truth of 
the scripture remark about the fate of those 
who make haste to be rich,” as Mr. White 
was already rich. He is reputed to have been 
worth about $2,000,000 over and above the 
sum invested by him as partner in the com- 
mission business. It rather furnishes one in 
a long list of instances of overreaching greed 
working its owner’s overthrow. The act was 
a reaching out after more wealth by one who 
had enough, and by a man so far advanced in 
years that he should have been content to re- 
tire from business, leaving its cares, responsi- 
bilities, and risks to the younger element. It 
was reckless in the extreme for him under 
such circumstances to stake his all “upon the 
hazard of a die, to risk the whole of his pos- 
sessions on the turn of a single card, in the 
hope ‘of doubling a pile already larger than he 
could spend or enjoy, increasing an accumu- 
lation the interest on which was beyond his 
abilities to pay out in exchange for creature 
com forts. 

The fate that has overtaken him is the in- 
evitable one that awaits all reckless gamblers 
whether they risk their possessions at cards or 
on cotton, in the speculative manipulation of 
stocks or farm produce. It matters not how 
successful the gambler may be through even 
along course of years. The fickle goddess 
charms but to destroy. Her victim becomes 
infatuated by her favors, confident in their 
continuance, dazzled with the mirage of 
other worlds to be conquered,”’ and flatters 
himself that he is a brilhant exception to the 
rule by which ruin is made the last state in 
the gambler’s career. His last bet is his 
greatest, as it includes all which has been 
saved from previous ventures, and the pile is 
swept away as a vision disappears with awak- 
ening from slumber. He has not even the 
poor consolation of dying in the arms of vic- 
tory. He sinks back into the herd of common 
mortals, above which he had been temporarily 
lifted so high that he despised them, and is so 
far from bemg welcomed that he is thereafter 
as miserable as was the jay among birds after 
it had been stripped of its plumage. He is 
one of the most miserable, and all the more 
so as he is never able to lose sight of the sad 
fact that he lost ‘his all — his own folly. 


EQUINOCTIAL STORMS, 

A geritleman rather prominently connected 
with the United States Weather Bureau is 
quoted as denying the existence or occurrence 
of equinoctial storms, so called, and as turn- 
ing over the leaves of several standard works 
on metéorology to show that none of them 
recognize such a storm as part of the annual 
weather phenomena. Yet it may be claimed 
to be a well established fact, but with an im- 
portant modification which places it outside 
the ken of the meteorologist. It is that the 
storm (using the word in its true scientific 
meaning) generally occurs a few days after 
the eqhinox in the spring and a 
few days before it in the autumn. And a 
plausible explanation for this is not far to 
seek. If there be such a thing as an 
equinoctial storm the cause must bea shift- 
ing of the trade wind system with the chang- 
ing declination of the sun, this pushing or 
drawing the temperate zone currents through 
a few degrees of latitude. But it is well 
known to many practical seamen that the 
average middle of the trade wind system is 
not on the equator but four or five degrees 
north of it, this being probably due to the 
greater preponderance of land surface in the 
Northern Hemisphere, This bemg so, the 
storm effect of chauge in solar declination 
might be expected to occur at the times 
stated, instead of at the dates when the sun is 
actually crossing the line from one hemi- 
sphere to the other. 

It is not well to be too positive in regard to 
such a fickle thing as the weather, but many 
facts might be cited as tending to support the 
claim that there is such a connection between 
the solar passage across this medial line and 
change in the direction or velocity of the air 
currents far away from the places to which the 
sun is then vertical. Those changes do not 
necessarily bring heavy rain, though it may 
be asserted they often do so, and the wave of 
heat that set in upon us a full week before the 
autumnal equinox this month may fairly be 
pointed th as a possible result of the move- 
ment. If this statement of the case be in 
the line of truth it will not be the first time 
that scientific men have failed to apprehend 
a connection of cause and effect simply be- 
cause the connection between the two was in 
a slightly different place to that in which they 
looked. for it.

Silver Bullion Shipped by Balmaceda Must 


Chilean Government today applied to Justice

STATE INSURANCE FOR TOILERS, 


The United States Said to Be Watching Ex- 

periments in Europe. 
Berne, Sept. 23.—At today’s session of the 
International Congress, called to consider the 
question of accidents to workrnen and work- 
women, the employer’s liability in such cases, 
and the best means to be taken to prevent ac- 
cidents and better the condition of working 
people, Dr. Gould of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, Baltimore, Md., represent.ng the 
United States Department of Labor, 
addressed the assemblage. During his 
remarks Dr. Gould said: “We are 
a practical people. If we see in the experi- 
ences of state insurance in other countries, 
especially in Germany, Switzerland, and Aus- 
tria, anything that is good the United States 
will also adopt state insurance. I have been 
sent to officially represent the United 
Government, and I have followed the deliver- 
ations of the convention with the greatest of 
interest. I must admit that I was surprised 
at what has already been done in 
Europe in the way of state insurance. Prof. 
Gould also said that it was satisfactory for the 
United States to be in the fortunate position 
of being able to wait and see the effect of the 
work already done before following with ex- 
periments in the direction of state insurance. 
The United States would thus be better able 
to realize what was best for the well being of 
the ople. At the same time Prof. Gould 
concluded he could not help feeling that the 
work undertaken had been both great and 
beneficial.

Heretofore the matter of educational work 
has been left largely to local and private en- 
terprise. There have been separate commit- 
tees or local boards in nearly all the confer- 
ence districts to which the aiding of students 
was left and to which all money col- 
lected for education was turned over. 
In this district it was given to three 
schools and the expenses of a number of theo- 
logical students have been id each year. 
Under the 9 rule much of the money ex- 
——— was injudiciously applied and it has 

appened that the same student received aid 
from two or three quarters. On the other hand 
there have been many young men entitled to 
aid who could not get it. 

With the rapid growth of Methodism there 
has come a demand for a better plan, a cen- 
tral organization for the control of all matters 
coming under this head. The de- 
mand brought into existence the 
Board of Education, which is national 
in its character and far-reaching in its scope. 
But prejudices existed and it was found diffi- 
cult to overcome the objections of many of 
the local boards and societies. For three 
years now the Board of Education has been 
at work, but until today the conference repre- 
senting Northern Illinois withheld its support, 
In his talk to the delegates Dr. Payne ex- 
plained the nature of the work on hand and 
told of the commission to meet in Washing- 
ton Oct. 6, over which Bishop Warren will 
preside. This meeting wlll take up all ques- 
tions connected with the work of education in 
the Methodist Church, and its report will be 
sent broadcast over the land. 

Last year 142 educational institutions failed 
for lack of connectional authority. lt has 
been a practice of growing tewns throughout 
the West to start a college or an academy and 
in a majority of cases they have been put un- 
der the authority of the Methodist church. In 
the opinion of Dr. Payne there is no State in 
the Union large enough to support more than 
one academy or college, and — there are doz- 
ens in some of them.

A little later along came another odd decision 
that placated a good many of the bookmakers.

Cafferty have been deadly enemies. McCaf- 
ferty’s patched-up horses ran peculiarly at 
times.

The stand did not stop here in its more or 
less great work in the line of racing reform.

Globe Crystal Palace. 

Letters of incorporation were granted 
yesterday to the Columbian Globe Crystal 
Palace company of Chicago. The project of 
the company is to build and operate during 
the World’s Fair a globe-shaped structure 
surmounted by a tower. The globe will be 
brightly painted to represent the two hemis- 
pheres and the zones, Glass will enter largely 
into the material of construction, and the 
patrons will have plenty of windows to look 
through at the Fair.

MORE FIGURES ON KANSAS MORTGAGES, 


Supt. Porter Concludes That the Indebted- 
ness Is 14.36 Per Cent of the Valuation. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., Sept. 23.—Supt. Porter 
of the Census Bureau has made public addi- 
tional statistics as to farms, homes, and mort- 
gages in the State of Kansas. According to 
the results obtained direct by. the agents of 
the Census office from the official records of 
the municipalities and counties of the State 
it appears that a recorded real estate mort- 
gage debt of $482,699,640, excluding State 
and railroad land contracts, was incurred 
in Kansas during the ten years, 1880-1889, a 
large portion of which has been paid. Of 
this, $343,268,234, or 71.11 per cent of the total 
incumbered “acres,”’ which are almost en- 
tirely agricultural real estate, and $138,431,406, 
or 28.29 per cent, igcumbered lots, or vil- 
lages, city, and other real estate. The total 
number of mortgages recorded during the ten 
years was 620,046, of which 415,622, or 67.08 
per cent of the total, were on acres, and 204,- 
427, or 32.97 per cent, were on lots. 

The existing debt of the State of Kansas, 
Jan. 1, 1890, secured by real estate mortgage, 
aside from State aud railroad land contracts, 
as shown by this investigation, aggregates 
$235,485.108. Of the total amount of existing 
debt thus returned 37. 145.088, or 70.98 per 
cent, is on acres, or almost exclusively farms, 
and $68,340,069, or 29.02 per cent, on lots. Av-

Suit Begun to Invalidate the Election of 
Wisconsin’s New Circuit Judges.

Cole charges that the bill creating 
the circuit was railroaded through the 
Senate and Assembly in absolute violation of 
the stancing joint rules of the Legislature; in 
opposition to Sec. 6 and 8 of Art. viii of the 
Constitution and contrary to Sec. 8 of Art. iv 
of the same document. This will be a test 
case and if the Supreme Court should decide 
with Mr. Cole it will make invalid a number 
of laws creating circuits in this State.

MILLS WANTS FREE WOOL. 


Tells the Ohio Sheep-Growérs That the Man- 
ufacturers Reap All the Benefits of the 
Tariff. 

After Mills of Texas had finished the part of 
his Mansfield (O.) speech of last Saturday op- 
posing free coinage of silver, which he de- 
clared to be no financial remedy for scarcity 
of money in people’s pockets, he branched off 
for an hour on the tariff. The following is 
what he said on the wool schedule of the Me- 
Kinley bill: 

The farmer has been soothed and caressed 
with empty promises; the manufacturer has been 
reaping the substantial benefits of all the spolia- 
tions of the tariff. Let us take the woolen sched- 
ule of the new Tariff law. which was reconstruct- 

to give more protection to the farmers on 
their wool, and from that schedule let us see how 
the farmer’s interest has been promoted, The 
duties by the old law were so high that the con- 
sumption of wool was greatly restricted and the 
manufacture and consumption of shoddy goods 
greatly stimulated. Instead of re the tax 
on ‘foreign wool and reducing the duties on 
woolen g to a revenue s rd, and 
by so doing increase the consumption of 
both foreign and domestic wool and wool- 
en goods, Congress imoreased the tax 
on -wool and woolens, still further 
restricted their — — and still further en- 
coutaged the manufacture and consumption of 
shoddy. There is hardly any industry in the 

Uni States that has developed so rapidly as the 

shoddy industry. A few years ago it was unknown. 

Three years ago, when the Democratic Senators 


ing Representatives were try to untax wool, 
a shoddy manufacturer entered his protest against 
it, and told us there were $50,000, invested in 


shoddy manufacture, and tnat it gave employ- 
ment to 100,000 hands, and if we permitted wool 
to come untaxed to the United States his occupa- 
tion was gone. To me that was astrong ment 
why wool should be put on the free lists but our 
Ropublican friends in the Senate and House, in- 
stead of permitting foreign wool to come free, 
and be mixed with ours, and make a market for 
both, and instead of reducing the taxes on woolen 
goods, and by so doing bri them within reach 
of a larger number of o, raised the duties 
both on wool and woolen goods, and still further 
restricted their consumption, and still further en- 
cour the development of the shoddy industry. 
This change has brought no to the wool 
grower, but it has conferred infinite benefits to 
the manufacturers of so-called all-wool shod- 
108. 

In 1890 and 1801 the average value of the wool 
of the first and second classes imported into the 
United States was under 8 centaa pound, The 
duty on this wool under the oid tariff was 10 cents 
a pound unwashed. The wool manufacturers 
claim that it takes four nds of unwashed wool 
to make one pound of cloth. The fact is it takes 
less than three pounds. The new tariff increases 
the duty one cent per pound on this wool, and 
according to the claim of manufacturers the 
would have to pay four cents more for the woo 
to make a pound of cloth. The four pounds of 
wook would cost $1, and the tax on the four 

unds, formerly 40 cents, is now 44 cents, mak- 
— it cost the manufacturer, tax paid, $1.44 on 
that yard of goods wei hing one pound. The 
manufacturer received under the old law 3% cents 
to compensate him for that amount of taxes paid 
on the wools he used and then 40 per cent more to 
protect him against competition with his foreign 


rival, Inthe new law the wotl-grower gets four 
cents more on the four pounds of fore wool 
out of the pockets of the manufactarer. some

New Hampron, Ia., Sept. 23.—[Special. ]— 
The last two weeks of extremely hot weather 
has placed the corn crop beyond the danger of 
frost. Four-fifths of it is now hard and dent- 
ed. There has been a little injured along the 
streams, but not 2 per cent of the crop. This 
assures the most bountiful crop all around 
that was ever known in Northeastern Iowa. 
The yield of flax and barley is simply phe- 
nomenal. There are many instances where 
the crop this season pays: for the land as sold 
last winter. 

Drs Mots, Ia., Sept, .23.—[Special.]— 
When questioned regarding the effect of the 
present hot weather on the Iowa corn crops 
Secretary Shaffer of the State Agricultural 
Society exclaimed: It's worth thousands of 
doliars to the State every twenty-four hours. 
A few more days and the entire crop will be 
ripened, and it will be up to the average. 
At the close of last month the condition of 
corn was placed at 8 per vent. Ithas been 
growing betterevery day andis now nearly 
100 per cent, Only the latest corn in the 
northwestern part of the State requires addi- 
tional time. load of new corn was brought 
to Des Moines today.

Sr. Par., Minn., Sept. 23.—[Special.]— 
Herman Stockenstrom, Assistant Secretary of 
State, who is the only representative of agri- 
culture in‘the State government since the 
Legisiature refused to revive the Board of 
Agriculture, said this afternoon that the re- 
markable eight-day September torrid wave 
had had a curious effect on the crops. It had 
enabled the farmers to mature a corn crop 
which seemed certain of destruction by frost, 
but the price had been reduced from 40 cents 
a bushel to W cents, sold from the wagon. 
The bad effect of the heat in other directions 
had more than neutralized the good to corn. 
Considerable wheat and oats had been burned 
up. There had been so little rain that farm- 
ers found the ground so hard and dry that it 
was difficult to prepare it for winter wheat 
seeding. From some sections, notably Good- 
hue County, there had come reports of 
scarcity of water, and farmers in some cases 
were having to drive their stock several miles 
to water. ‘The Mississippi River and the lakes 
are lower than for many years. 


HEAT RUINS WISCONSIN PASTURES. 


Corn and Tobaceo All Right—Plowing for 
Winter Wheat Impossible. 

Manisox, Wis., Sept. 23.—[Special.]—Re- 
ports to the Agricultural Bureau of the State 
from all sections of the State say that the re- 
cent hot and dry spell has utterly ruined fall 
pasturage. Pastures were short during the 
entire summer, but indications were that they 
would pick up before fall, which prospect is 
now ruined. Corn, which was backward be- 
cause of rain at planting time, has ripened 
considerably during the last two weeks. In 
the central and northern portions of the State 
it has suffered some from frosts. The off 
cials at the Agricultural Department estimate 
that the corn crop will average a three-fourths 
crop. Tobacco has been little damaged by 
frosts and most of it is in sheds by this time, 
The only serious effect of this hot, dry weather 
is that it prevents plowing and preparing land 
for winter wheat.

Unprecedented Yield of High-Grade Grain 
in North Dakota.

The Commissioners Now in Chicago Prepar- 
ing Their Annual Report. 

The Utah Election Commissioners, appoint- 
ed under the Edmunds-Tucker law, are at 
work upon their annual report to the Presi- 
dent, their sessions being held this year at the 
Auditorium. The entire board is present, in- 
cluding Col. G. L. Godfrey of Iowa, Chair- 
man; ex-Gov.

HOW THE TASCOTT CLEW ORIGINATED. 


A Little History in Refatation of the St. 
Paul Story—Snell and His Gold. 

The police of this city who worked on the 
Tascott case deny and ridicule the story of 
Chief of Police Clark and Chief Detective 
O'Connor of St, Paul, as published in yes- 
terday’s Tano, and intinrate that if these 
sleuths knew half as much about the matter 
as they now assume they ought to bave capt- 
ured the wily Willie. At the time of the mur- 
der of Sneli Frederick Ebersold was Chief of 
Police, Capt. Henshaw Chief of Detectives, 
and John Bonfield Inspector, and neither dur- 
ing their time nor afterwards, it is asserted, 
did the Chicago police send out a circular 
giving a description of D. Gartha as the sup- 

d murderer. 

Mr. Bonfield said yesterday that the story 
of the St. Paul men was part truth and part 
fable. Hehad nothing to do with the case 
officially and was not made acquainted with 
the facts nor the work being done until after 
Ebersola was retired and George W. Hubbard 
was made Chief of Police. Soon afterwards 
the first clew as to who the murderer was, and 
which is now for the first time told in detail, 
was discovered, In the murdered man’s office 
was found a paper bux with some chisels in it. 
It was such a box as can be found in any 
dard ware store, and so attracted no special at- 
tention. On one end of it, however, there 
were small letters and figures indicating the 
buying and selling cost of the goods, such as 
metchants usually mark on original packages. 
Inspector Bonfield regarded these trade marks 
as à pointer, and sent Detective Hanley with 
the box to locate the hardware store 
where the touls were sold. After two days he did 
80, its location being on West Madison street. 
The next day the storekeeper was sent for and 
* in the presence of Iuspector Bon- 

eld, Mayor Roche, Chief Hubbard, and A. J. 
Stone. hen he saw the box he admitted the 
trade signs and figures on the end were made 
by: himself, and he added: Gentlemen, you 
will be astonished when I tell you who got 
that box at my store.“ He then said it was 
young Tascott who the box from him a 
day or two before the murder, and detailed 
the circumstances in connection with it. 

Up to this time,” said Mr. Bonfield, “this 
was the first. suspicion or intimation 
the police had received Tascott 
was connected with the crime. Before 
that there was not even the vaguest 
hint as to who murderer was, and the name 
of D. Gartha , never heard of then, nor 
since, until I sa it in Tas Txisune today, 
and so no desc of him could have been 
sept out by the Police. After the hardware 
déaler’s story was heard and discussed by 
those present it was decided to give the in- 
formation to the press, and then the first de- 
scriptive circular in connection with the mur- 
der was sent out by the police. re is no 
doubt that Tascott was in St. Paul at that very 
For a week before Detective Hynes 
and Aldrich went to St. Paul I had a man, a 
former companion of Tascott, in that city try- 
ing te locate him. 

In this connection Tus Inu has been 
informed asa fact of a circumstance which 
is a new revelation even to the police. It is 
that on the night that A. J. Snell was mur- 
dered he had a long interview in his office 
with a debtor of his. The latter came to pay 
him some money and at Snell’s request or 
demand the amount was paid in gold coin. 

The money had 
been counted out on the table and remained 
there for some time while Mr. Snell and his 
Visitor conversed. It was nearly midnight 
when the latter got up to leave, and Mr. Sneil, 
picking up the gold, put it in a drawer of the 
safe and accompanied his visitor to the side- 
walk, leaving the safe door open.

The guest is a horse-breeder who every year 
since 1880 has shipped to Europe from 300 to 
350 head of horses, which required from five 
to seven trips annually across the water. He 
has made so many trips abroad that he could 
not tell the exact number of times he has 
steamed across the Atlantic and return, but 
thought it was in the neighborhood of seventy. 

“The people of the United States don’t 
realize that 10,000 fine horses are shipped to 
Europe every year and that many animals are 
sent annually to Mexico,” said Mr. Crouse. 
Such an extensive business is carried on, 
however, The finest coach horses and best 
trotters in the world are raised here and we 
find a market in Europe for some of them. 
To England we send fine high-stepping coach 
horses, to Germany and Russia trotters, and 
to France both trotters and coach horses. The 
latter are of the ‘cobby’ order and are bred 
from the hackneys. They range from 15 to 
164¢ hands high and the price paid for them in 
Europe is from $1,200 to $3,000 a pair. For 
the trotters, of course, we receive higher prices, 

America beyond a doubt can raise the 
finest horses in the world and would supply 
both the foreign and domestic dumand if the 
trade was encour But instead of assist- 
ing it this count as imposed a 20 per cent 
export duty on all horses gomg out of the 
country, and thereby the industry is retarded, 
There is also a 20 per cent import duty in 
Russia, England, Germany, and France, 
with this 40 per cent duty to pay a big ob- 
stacle is placed in the way of foreign horse 
and fine cattle trade. 

The reason for imposmg the 20 per cent 
export duty, the * who approve of it 
say, is to keep the fine breeds of horses on 
this side of water. Thereis no danger of 
America being deprived of the best stock, for 
the breeders here can raise enough for the de- 
mand here as well as abroad. We ship fine an- 
imals abroad, but we also find a good market 
at home for just as good stock, and the only 

the duty has is to stifle what 
vast industry. France, Ger- 
England, and Russia say 
y the import duty if 
the United States would agree to lift the im- 
port duty here. The amount of revenue re- 
ceived on import duties by the United States 
is comparatively small. From over the water 
we need the Norman, Percheron, and one or 
two other breeds of mares and stallions for 
breeding purposes, and that is all the imports 
amount to. So the duty does not act both 
ways, and it cannot be said that such a tariff 
was placed on stock for the benefit ot the 
breeders, for we are opposed to it.“ 

The horse-breeders of the United States also 
do an extensive trade in Mexico and the South 
American countries, Mr. Crouse says. “ Every 
year 2.500 head of fine American-raised horses 
are sold in Mexico,” said he. The people of 
the Diaz Republic ate becoming more 
wealthy, or rather millionaires there are on 
the increase, and they want fine stock, for 
which they are willing to pay a good price. 
To the Argentine Republic, too, the exports 
of horses are extensive. I have of cus- 
tomers in Buenos Ayres.”’

DISCUSSED BY THE COUNCIL COMMIT. 
TEE ON ELEVATED TERMINALS, 


A Protest Made by the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad Company Against the 
Elevation of Its Tracks—William Deer- 
ing Holds That It Would Ruin His 
Business — Corporation Counsel Miller 
on the Power of the City. 


Ald. Madden, Chairman of the Council Spe- 
cial Committee on Elevated Terminals, and 
his associates on the committee heard an ex- 
tended statement yesterday from the North- 
western Railroad company in refer- 
ence to elevating tracks in general and the 
Northwestern tracks in particular. Their 
argument was presented and read to the com- 
mittee by W. C. Goudy, the General Solicitor 
of the company, and is given in full below, 

There were few other railroad men present, 
but there were several large manufacturers 
who own plants along -the Northwestern 
road. They alsoopposed elevating the tracks. 
L. 0. Goddard of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy company also spoke against the pro- 


_ posed improvements. Not a line entering the 
‘city from the south was represented. 


It is 
said that the Burlington, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, the Northwestern, and one or two other 
lines have entered into a combination to de- 
feat any measure that looks to the elevation 
of tracks. | 

The committee adjourned subject to the call 
of the Chairman, but Ald. Dvorak’s motion, 
which was to the effect that the next meeting 
be an executive session, would seem to indi- 
cate that the committee has heard all the ar- 
gument it cares to hear. 

Morris Sellers, the roiling-mill man, spoke 
after Mr. Goudy. He was strongly opposed 
to elevating tracks on account of the hardship 
it would work on the manufacturer. Mr. Sel- 
lers was followed by Thomas Griffin of the 
Ajax Forging company, which is located 
along the line of the Northwestern. He 
claimed that the elevation of the tracks would 
ruin the manufacturing business. 

Mr. Deering’s Protest. 

William Deermg said that it would ruin his 
business at Clybourn avenue to have the tracks 
of the Northwestern elevated. 

Our plant covers forty acres of ground,” 
he said. Last year we handled 16,000 cars in 
and out of our yards, 1,700 tons of steel and 
bar iron, 16,000 tons of pig iron, 2,000 of coke, 
700 cars of lumber, and 8,000 tons of twine.

Under this common law principle it is the duty 
of the railroad company to do whatever may be 
necessary to make the street as sate and con- 
venient, as near as reasonably may be, as it was 
before the railroad was laid thereon, or it would 
be if it were not there. If,in order to accomplish 
that result, it is — that the tracks upon 
the streets should be rai or lowered, and the 
street constructed and maintained below or above 
the tracks of the railroad company, in my 
opinion. such duty would require the rai 
company to make that change. 


Crossings at Grade. 


It is plain that in the case of very many streets 
of Chicago which have been crossed or occupied 
by the tracks of one or more raiiroad companies 
the use af the street by the railroads and the ne- 
cessities of public travel tnereon are such that 
this restoration of the street could only be accom- 
plished by doing away entirely with crossings at 
grade or other occupation of the surface of the 
street by railroad tracks. In the case of some 
streets this has not been accomplished at all, and 
the result is that the streets or portions thereof 
have been appropriated by the railroad com- 
panies and the public travel thereon wholly or 
almost wholly exciuded. In the case of crossings 
of many streets the city has, in order 
to restore the streets to a safe condi- 
tion, erected viaducts at great expense, car- 
rying streets over railroad tracks. In some 
cases, where ordinances granting railroad com- 
panies the right to cross streets have been passed 
in recent years, the ordinances have provided for 
the payment by the railroad companies of the 
expense of constructing viaducts. In the case of 
railroad companies having older ordinances no 
such provisions for the payment by the railroad 
company of the cost of viaducts were inse in 
the ordinances. Railroad companies having such 
older ordinances have denied any legal obligation 
to construct or pay for viaducts over their tracks, 
but have, in many cases, voluntarily contrib- 
uted a comparatively small portion of the ex- 
pense. Suits are pending, however, against sev- 
eral of the railroad companies to recover such 
expense. 

In my opinion, under the common law principle 
above cited, oy which it is the continuing legal 
duty of railroad companies laying their tracks 
across or upon existing streets to restore and 
maintain the stréets so that they shall be reason- 
ably safe and convenient for the public travel— 
substantially as capable of free and 2 use 
by the public as they were before—such railroads 
shall be compelled to build viaducts or bridges 
and sufficient approaches to carry the streets 
over their tracks, and pay all land damages 
where such means are reasonably necessary so to 
restore such streets and make them safe and 
convenient. That has been held in several cases 
in other States. (State vs. St. P. M. and M. R. R. 
Co., 3 Minn., 181; State vs. St. P. M. and N. R. R. 
Co., 3 Minn., 246; State vs. M. and St. P. R. R. 
Co., 39 Minn., 219; State vs. Mo. and P. R. R. Co,, 
W Kas. 171; L. and N. R. R. Co. vs. State, 3 Head, 


To Raise or Lower Tracks. 


And upon the same principle I think they may 
be compelled to raise or lower their tracks in case 
such means are reasonably necessary to restore 
the streets. In other words, the legal duty of 
restoration is only complied with when that 
done, whatever it may be, which is necessary to 
make the streets reasonably safe and convenient 
for public travel. And, in my opinion, the City 
Council, under the provisions of the charter above 
mentioned, is vested with the power to determine 
the mannerin which railroa shall so restore 
the streets and the occasion thereof. 

Of course, the ordinances of the City Council 
must be reasonable. But within that limit there 
is a wide field for the exercise of its legislative 
discretion with which courts will not interfere. 
And npon a subject of this character, which is one 
calling for the exercise of the legislative rather 
than the judicial discretion and judgment, it is 
largely for the City Council to determine what is 
reasonable, and with its determination a court 
will be reluctant to interfere. 

An ordinance applying to one or two railroad 
companies whose tracks occupy or cross certa 
streets would not, in my opinion, be necessari 
void because it was so limited in i 

and us * bi 
occupying other streets, or with dif- 
ferent conditions. might be omitted therp- 
from or required to do something different. While 
all laws should be general in their operation it is 
only required that they apply to all in like situa- 
tion, and all places in the same city do not neces- 
sarily require the same local regulation. One 
regulation might be proper in the case of one 
street or district of the city and another regula- 
tion im another street or district. It is the prov- 
ince of the City Council to make the necessary 
discrimination in this particular. (Railroad Co.

ATTITUDE OF THE NORTH WESTERN. 


Statement from President Hughitt Read by 
Mr. Goudy. 
The following is the statement read to the 


committee by W. C. Goudy, General Counsel 


of the Chicago and Northwestern railway com- 


pany: 

To the Special Committee of the City Council, 
to whom was referred the question of elevating 
the railroad tracks in the city: The Chicago and 
Northwestern railway company having been r 
quested by your committee to state its views wit 
reference to the proposition to elevate the rail- 
road tracks so as to permit the crossing of com- 
mon travel underneath them has given such con- 
sideration thereto as the short time will permit, 
and begs leave to submit to you the following 
statement: 

Power of the City Council. 


It is not proposed in this paper to enter into a 
discussidn of the question as to the power of the 
Council to require the railways entering the city 
to elevate their tracks, but a few suggestions only 
will be made. ; 

It is one of the ers and one of the duties of 
a government to provide highways for public 
travel. In the exercise of the power and perform: 
ance of the duty the State acts as a sovereign; in 
fact itis one of the objects for which govern: 
ment is established. The Appian Way in the 
Roman Empire, the Cumberland Road in the 
United States, as well as numerous acts of legis- 
lation in the several States privr to the use 
of railroads are examples. e State has the 
power to build and operate railroads, and assum- 
ing that they furnish the best mode of transporta 
tion. it is its duty to provide such facilities, either 
directly or indirectiy. Instead of acting directly 
and raising the capital by taxation in this 
country it has indirectly by dolegat- 
ing the power to corporations organized by 
private persons, and such corporations, in 
consideration of the grants, have undertaken to 
dischar the duty of the government. The 
power of the State, exercised by itself or by those 
to whom it is delegated, is in no sense a police 

wer, but itis to be classed as one of the attri- 
— of sovereignty. It is of the same class as the 
powerto maintain an army and navy, to coin 
money, grant patents, establish postal service, 
etc. ik was contended, in the early period of the 
United States Government, that the power to es- 
tablish post routes gave the power to lay out and 
maintain public highways. 

These grants to corporations are known as char- 
ters, ana when accepted by the grantee are con- 
tracts. In like manner when the State, by its 
legislation, delegates toa municipality authority 
to fix a route or mmpose terms and conditions, and 
an ordinance is adopted in pursuance of such au- 
thority, it becomes a part of the legislative grant, 
and when accepted is a contract. 


Obligation of a Contract. 


The Constitution of the United States prohibits 
a State from doing an act which impairs the 
obligation of a contract. The Supreme Court of 
the United States has uniformly held that an or- 
dinance passed bya city authorizing the con- 
struction of a railroad within its limits and across 
or along its streets, when accepted by the railway 
company, is a contract coming within the provis- 
ion of the Constitution. 2 

Without citing the various decisions it is suf- 
ficient now to refer to Chicago vs. Sheldon, 9 
Wallace, 50. 

In that case the court held that an ordinance of 
the Common Council of the City of Chicago 
which authorized the North Chicago City railway

constructed. 

The Minnesota Decision. 


It is claimed that the decision in the case of the 
State of Minnesota * — the Manitoba railway 
company, 35 Minn., 131, sustains the right of the 
City Council to exercise such a power. In that 
case the question was whether the railway com- 
pany could be required to lower its tracks and 
construct a viaduct overthem. The court held 
that the city could compel the railway company 
to so lower its tracks and construct the overhead 
crossing, but the decision rested on a provision 
of the charter of the railway company, which 
provided that the railway company should put 
the street and the crossing in such condition t 
there should be as free a use of the street for the 

eneral public for ordinary travel as existed be- 

ore the construction of the railroad. 
The court held in this case that 
could only be accomplished in the man- 
ner required by the city, and that it was a duty 
im by the provision of the railway com- 
's charter to lower the tracks and build the 
viaduct. It was only Because of this express pro- 
vision in the charter of the — that the au- 
thority of the city was sustained. The inference 
from that case is that in the absence of such a 
provision no such obligation could be imposed 
upon a railroad company. 

The concluding paragraph in the Minnesota de- 
cision is as ows: 

“It can hardly be necessary to add that the 
statute, and what we have said regarding its con- 
struction, has reference only to cases where the 
railroad has been constructed in a street, and not 
to cases where new streets have been laid out 
over or across the railroad subsequent to its con- 
struction.”’ 4 

This disclaimer as to streets laid out after the 
railroad has been built is to found in very 
many decisions which have sustained the at- 
tempted exercise of authority by a city. As there 
is not one trunk line entering Chicago but what 
is crossed by many streets laid out since the con- 
struction of the railroad, and as the tracks must 

elevated continuously, if at all, it would fol- 
low that it would be physically impossible for the 
Council to reauire an elevation of the railroad 
tracks, they being barred from making such a de- 
mand over the new streets. 

In cases where there is no question in regard to 
the exercise of the power by municipal legislative 
bodies the courts have always ingui as to 
whether an ordinance is reasonable or not, and if 
on such judicial inquiry it is found that the re- 
quirements and provisions are unreasonable the 
ordinance has been held void. If the result of 
such an enactment as now proposed would be to 
require the railroad corporations to raise a sum 
of money which would be impossible and amount 
to a confiscation of the property now owned by 
them, as be the case, there can be no 
doubt but what such an ordinance would be un- 
reasonable. 


Effect on Business Interests. 


In the conduct of any commercial business in 
which is involved the handli of goods, com- 
modities, or manufactured articles, a serious item 
which must be met, and one involving a very con- 
siderable proportion of the expenses of conduct- 
ing the business, is the transportation, handling, 
and storing of the goods. 

This is seen in the number of drays and teams 
which crowd the streets and the force of men 
loading and unloading them at the wholesale 
houses, manufacturing establishments, and other 
industries on which the existence of the city de- 


pends. 

Whether goods shall be handled at the natural 
level or shall be elevated or lowered is a very im- 
portant question to be considered in the cost of 
conducting a business involving the handling of 
commodities. 

The conditions which prevail in Chicago are 
unique and do not find their parallel in any other 
city of the world. Thecity has been built on a 
level plain which extends for miles around it 
with no appreciable natural imequality. The 
older cities of the country were cities before the 
advent of railroads. Chicago is a city whose 
growth has been cotemporaneous with the 

wth of its 
when 


road (now a part of the Chicago and Northwest- 
erh system) was constructed into the city from 
its western limits to the foot of North Water 
street. From that small beginning have grown 
side by side the great city and the great railway 
systems. Each is essentially part of the other. 

The various industries which have grown up in 
the city in connection with which commodities 
are handled, consisting of freight-houses of the 
various railways, warehouses, grain elevators, 
pet ey houses, manufacturing establishments, 

umber and coal yards, and a vast array of other 

trades and occupations, too diversified and nu- 
merous to mention, have heen built about the 
system of railways constructed upon the level 
upon which the city has been built. This level, 
which is a few feet above the natural surface, has 
been fixed with reference to the lake. That is 
water communication, so intimately connected 
with transportation by railway, has determined 
the level at which business shall be transacted, 
and that level has been brought as near to the 
surface of the lake as sanitary and other impor- 
tant considerations would permit. 

To change the Jevel of the railway tracks in the 
city would be to make a violent change in the 
system upon which the city and its vast commet- 
cial interests have grown. It would divorce the 
railways in almost every important particular 
from every industrial establishment now con- 
nected therewith. It would involve such changes 
in the construction of station-houses, freight- 
houses, manufacturing blishments, elevators, 
warehouses, etc., as would practically render the 
present plants, exclusive of the ground upon 
which they are located, valueless. 

Doubtless it would be asserted that changes in 
these places of business to adapt them to the 
change in the levels of tracks could be effected 
readily and at comparatively small cost. If such 
statement is made we emphatically challenge its 
correctness. Some large manufacturing estab- 
lishments having enormous plants and ample 
capital might, with perhaps not too great cost, 
adapt themselves tothe change, but the thou- 
sands of smaller establishments constructed to 
accommodate themselves tothe present level of 
the tracks, having but moderate capital com- 
monly employed to its utmost in the conduct of 
the business, would find themselves unable to 
make the necessary changes and would be prac 
tically ruined. The larger industries that might 
adapt themselves tothe change would be com- 
pelted to very largely increase their investments 
without thereby increasi their capacity for 
business but rather diminishing it, at the same 
time increasing the cost of handling their ma- 
te rial and product. 

Widespread Results. 


What, then, would result should the Council 
undertake to compel and if it could force the 
raising of the tracks to a height sufficient to 
carry them over the city streets? Hundreds if 
not thousands of small manufacturing establish- 
ments would be closed up, the factories aban- 
doned, and the sites thrown upon the market. 
The larger establishments and those having suf- 
ficient capital would either adapt themselves to 
the change in level at avery large expense or 
would seek locations elsewhere. The capital in- 
vested in buildings and mechinery of such estab- 
lishments would be largely wasted and the sites 
throwa upon the market. Until the city had 
adapted itself to the changed conditions and 
other forms of business have come in to take the 
place of those so driven out of the city, this real 
estate would remain unproductive, and of course 
be incapable of pears the same burden of taxa- 
tion as at present. This would mean a set-back 
in the growth of the city in population aud com- 
merce that it would probably take many years to 
recover from. Even with our wonderful recuper- 
ative powers we could scarcely expect that less 
than one ortwo decades would be required to 


bring about an adjustment to the changed condi-

Can the City of Chicago afford to take any step 
that will drive commercial interests to seek a lo- 
cation elsewhere?

Wo desire to call attention to the fact, that the 
magnitude of the work and its attendant expense 
is so great that the undertaking could never be 
| carried out. 
The City Engineer presents a report on the 
matter which has been made public through the 
press. He has compiled estimates on the cost 
the most favorable to the proposed change 
which can be made. We will not present any 
other figures nor any other plans, but will take 
the figures of the City Engineer. 
It is estima that there are 1,200 miles of rail- 
road track within the city limits. The estimated 
cost of one mile of four-track elevated structure 
is given under estimate for a steel structure at 
97 These res show that the exvense 
of the work is in itsel 
dred miles reduced to a four-track structure at a 
cost of $993,977.50 per mile equals the sum of $298.- 
193,250. A second plan presented is for a much 
cheaper structure, one that would not be prac- 
ticable. In this rough estimate is not included 
any cost for bringing — 2 stations, freight 
ouses, and other railroad structures up to a 
level to the new grade or any estimate of the 
cost of adapting the buildings to practical use 
under the changed conditions. The sum of $350,- 
000,000 would not cover it. 
; How is the money for the work to be obtained? 
Who is to furnish it? What capitalists or finan- 
ial institutions would be willing to attempt it? 
he funds could be obtained only on sound se- 
curity. There is no railroad company that could 
obtain the necessary funds and give the required 
security, as the expenditure would not add a 
dollar to the earning capacity of the property, 
and it would be a burden that could not be as- 
sumed and carried on the revenue now received. 
It would wipe out all the capital stock and ren- 
der the existing securities the Chicago roads 
valueless, and there would be no way on which 
any return could be made on the investment, er- 
cept by a general increase tn rates for carriage of 
passengers and freight. 
This would be the inevitable result and the pub- 
lic would be the sufferers and it would virtually 
be from their pockets that the expense would be 
taken. It is well, also, to take into consideration 
the fact of large sums of money that have from 
time to time been expended by the city and by 
various railway companies in the construction of 
viaducts over railway tracks, 
: The raising of the grade of these tracks will re- 
uire the removal of each of these structures and 
the reopening of the streets at their former level. 
In this consideration must be given the attendant 
results; the damage to adjacent property which 
will be caused by erection of the proposed ¢leva- 
tions must be met by the city and the burden can- 
not be thrown on the raijroads acting by compul- 
sion. 
The Case of the Chicago and Northwestern. 


The Chicago and Northwestern railway com- 
pany has within the city limits of Chicago 72.62 
miles of main and sécond track. This includes 
the line commonly called the South Branch line 
(9.4 miles of main and second track), which is 
usual! * as fide 1 use used exclu 
ively for freight, but whieh, if the tracks were 
raised, would have to be treated in the same way 
as other main lines, It also includes so much of 
the recently constructed junction railway from 
Montrose to Evanston as lies within the city 
imits, 

The company has also within the city limits 
146.3 miles of siding and yard tracks, of which 
several miles have just been laid to meet pressing 
traflic demands. In providing an elevated 
structure from the depot at Wells street to the 
vity limits north of High Ridge it would be neces- 
sary to provide for four tracks, a distance of 8.4 
miles. It would also be necessary to provide a 
four-track structure from Clybourn Junction to 
the city limits west of Jefferson Park, amounting 
to seven miles, and from Western avenue to the 
city limits at West Fifty-second street for four 
tracks, amounting to 3.4 miles, or a total of 18.8 
miles of four-track elevated structure, tiere 
being required for the carrying of the balance of 
the main tracks within the city limits 17.5 miles 
of two-track structure, making a total of 36.3 
miles of two and four-track elevated structure. 
It is impossible to determine the character of 
structure that would be required to elevate the 
side and yard tracks without careful surveys and 
examinations. In order to approximate the cost 
of elevating such tracks, we have reduced the 
mileage of the remaining tracks to a four-track 
structure, which would require for the elevation 
of such side and yard tracks 27.2 miles of such 
structure. As a matter of fact the elevation of 
guch one and twotrack structures would cost 
much morein proportion than the four-track 
structure. 

_Opon the basis of these calculations and the es- 
timate of the City Engineer, which we have 
quoted, the cost of elevating the tracks of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad company would 
be approximately as follows:

The elevation of the present tracks will then be 
complete, but there would still be no facilities for 
the transaction of business. The passenger sta- 
tions and freight-houses would require to be 
adapted to the new conditions at an expense of 
millions. There would be no way in which the 
immense number of cars loaded and unloaded by 
teams could be handled. The lowest possible 
estimate of the cost would reach the sum of 885, 
000,000—about 512.000.000 more than the entire 
capital stock ot the Northwestern company out- 
standing. 

he Northwestern road is located in eight dif- 
ferent States and runs through 8 
edleities and villages. The cost of the property 
is 5157. 193,270.67. The funded debt, which is a lien 
on its property, is $112,570,500, leaving the equity 
at $44,622,770. Will some financier tell how sixty- 
fivé millions can be raised by a second mortgage 
on an equity of less than forty-five millions? 

The last year the Northwestern had a surplus 
after paying ite Nr expenses, interest, and 
dividends of $234,758.69. The interest on sixty-five 
millions at 5 per cent is $3,250,000, How much would 
the rates for transportation be raised to meet 
such a demand? Indeed it * be asked how 
could concurrent action be had Dy eight different 
a to raise the rates at all?

FRED KOCH TELLS THE COURT HOW 
HE LOST $11,500, 


He Says He Is Unused to the Ways of the 
World and Was Taken In by Alleged 
Representatives of the United States 
Publishing Company—Trying to Save 
Part of the Money—Application for a 
Receiver for C. PF. Newberry’s Assets. 


Tn an intervening petition filed in the suit 
of the United States Publishing company 
against Joseph Gaskell and others, Frederick 
J. Koch affirms that he was taken in for 
$11,500 by what he terms a — 97 scheme. 
Koch says he is a young farmer 25 years old, 
and lives with his mother and brother on a 
farm in Monroe County, III., and that they are 
unused to the ways of the world. Oct. 1, 1890, 
he says there came to his vicinity C. E. Miesse 
and Earl A. Norton, who represented them- 
selves as agents of the United States Publish- 
ing houee and the Gaskell! Literary club. 

In pursuance of a fraudulent plan, Koch 
relates, these men formed his acquaintance 
and won the confidence of himself, his mother, 
and his brother. In fact they made them- 
selves so agreeable that they were invited to 
remain inthe farm house for three weeks. 
During that time the two agents spoke to 
Koch of the great amount of money he could 
make by going into the business in which they 
were engaged. Koch says it was an easy life 
they led in comparison with the hard drud- 
gery of farm life. All agreed, after the agents 
made their arguments, that Fred Koch was 
wasting his life on a farm and should be mak- 
ing money, 

Believing Messrs. Miesse and Norton to be 
honest men, Koch claims he was induced to 
purchase for II. O in notes 5,000 certificates 
of membership iu the Gaskell Literary club, 
5,000 catalogues, and 5,000 cloth-covered pre- 
miums. By contract he was given a certain 
territory to cover. After signing the contract 
he attempted to sell the memberships. and 
then found out for the first time that all the 
representations made by the agents were 
false. Koch secured no more advantages for 
his money than other people could get with- 
out funds. The identical articles they sold to 
him, he says, were gladly given away to any 
one who was wilhng to act as agent. The 
notes the young farmer gave are in the hands 
of Percival Steele, the receiver appointed by 
Judge Collins, and the latter is asked to can- 
cel them because no consideration was given 
by the agents. 


Trying to Collect a Judgment. 

The American Exchange National Bank, hold- 
ing a claim for $2,609 against Charles P. Newber- 
ry, yesterday filed a bill for receiver for his assets. 
The property that seems to be the chief object of 
the proceedings is Newberry’s alleged interest in 
the Grand Palace Hotel, on North Clark street, 
The bank represents that its claim is secured by a 
judgment obtained last May, on an execution on 
which the Sheriff returned no property found. 
The bill admits that Margaret Newberry, the 
debtor’s mother, and Fred M. and William E. 
Newberry, other relatives, hold tit the prop- 
erty. but the claim is made that them nership 
is nominal, and amounts to a trust for benefit 
of Charles P. Newberry. To determine the exact 
condition of Newberry's property his family and 
Loyal L. Smith and H. S. Powers are summoned 
to answer about the matter. 


Verdict Against a Railroad. 

A jury before Judge Driggs yesterday awarded 
Christopher J. Tuite a verdict for $8;750 against 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway company. 
Plaintiff was engineer for the defendant and ran 
a freight train. At a junction in Wisconsin one 
of the switches was left open and Tuite’s train 
was thrown from the main to aside track. His 
train collided with some flat cars and as a result 
he had his leg taken off.

Indeed, there will be very little doing in 
matters of great state until after the fall 
tions, which will not occur before six weeks, 
and Mr. Blaine could not only reasonably re- 
main away until that time, but the President 
feels that he, too, might well establish an 
autumn capital similar to his summer in some 
quiet neck of woods. The matters most re- 
quiring attention are not the Cabinet, judicial, 
inter-State commerce other positions va- 
cant and to be vacated. Nearly all of these 
can be safely deferred till the meeting of Con- 
gress, and many of them will be, as that is so 
near at hand, and confirmation — appoint- 
ments is in every way so desirable. 

The more important matter and one that 
must be attended to is the annual message of 
the President and Pg wap of heads of depart- 
ments. These must 1 attended to, 
but in the case of the heads of departments 
the work can be done as well at Bar Harbor 
orelsewhere as at Washington, The reports 
to the President are made up almost wholly 
by subordinate officials in their reports to 
their respective official chiefs, and the Cabinet 
Official, or his assistant secretaries, summar- 
izes and deduces and adds opinions and ad- 
vice, very often in a slipshod way. 

There is great anxiety to see the brilliant 
and popular Secretary on the streets once 
more, and if this feeling extends all along the 
line of his route hitherward his friends fear 
the excitement may be seriously felt by him. 
They say, therefore, that probably arrange- 
ments will be made to have the journey con- 
cluded without any depot demonstrations and 
platform orations, that the Secretary may re- 
turn with the vigor received among salt sea 
breezes, and go about his duties witlout more 
official and intrusive hanashaking than if he 
had been absent but a week and in the best of 
health. It will be very difficult however, for 
him to escape the attentions of the public.

There is a great 
deal of money throughout the Western country, 
as is shown by free buying of commercial paper 
by the country banks. While the situation in New 
York hadsome appearance of uncomfortable close- 
ness yesterday and the day before, it is doubt- 
ful if the appearance correctly indicated the 
situation, Strong borrowers were at all times 
able to get money at 6 per cent, although some 
borrowers paid as high as 25 per cent in the loan 
crowd on the Stock Exchange. The money situ- 
tion in Boston is working easier. Nearly all the 
clearing-house loans there are now on a 2% per 
cent basis. only afew old loans remaining out- 
standing at 3 per cent. The ordinary quotation 
on time loans is6 per cent.“ says the Boston Ad- 
vertiser, and the amount of business being done 
under 5% per cent is very small. A little corpora- 
tion paper is occasionally placed at 5% per cent, 
and choice year loans can be made as low as 5 
per cent.“ 

Something like $2,000,000 of gold engagements 
were reported yesterday.
